London, Dec. 24.—Tho suggestions 
made by a member of parliament to 
tax British wines as a means of in­ 
creasing tho revenues has developed 
the* fact tlait the public at largo does 
not exactly know what is moans by 
the term “British wino,” in view of 
the fact that only table grapes are 
raised in England, 
mostly 
in 
hot 
houses. 
British wines are ordinarily made 
by country people in their own homes 
out of elderberries, 
currants, 
black­ 
berries and fruits. 
They are cordials 
rather than wines, and are strongly 
fortified with alcohol. 
On account of 
their being so largely a home product 
they have 
never 
been 
taxed. 
But 
these drinks are also manufactured by 
distillers under revenue supervision, 
although untaxed. 
They can be sold 
only by licensed retailers. 
Local wines of this kind do not se­ 
riously compete 
with 
grape 
table 
wines, unless it be an imitation port 
made 
out 
of 
raisins. 
Objection is 
made that a tax on them would not 
yield enough revenue to make it worth 
while, as special licenses would have 
to he issued to cottagers and a strict 
watch kept to prevent illicit distilling. 
The cider industry, if better devel­ 
oped, might yield some revenue, but a 
tax at this time would probably kill 
the trade.

China imports annually about $28,- 
000,000 worth of cotton yarn, chiefly 
from India and

There 
are 
probably about 1,200,000 spindles in 
China, operated in twenty-five mills, 
but the cotton consuming 
pow’er of 
the Chinese 
would 
probably justify 
twenty times as many spindles. 
The 
department of commerce and labor 
has recently invited J. N. Jobson, of 
the 
Texas 
agricultural 
experiment 
station, to come 
to 
China to show 
the natives how to grow better cot­ 
ton, and it is expected that 
this ex­ 
pert will be here in January. 
Most of the cotton now raised in 
China is from inferior seeds. In some 
sections of the Yang-tse valley 
the 
American missionaries have imported 
high grade seeds and enabled the na­ 
tives to grow' a better variety of cot- 
ton.

China,

Dear M ack: Not long since I notic­ 


ed in a certain 
Alissouri newspaper 


your inquiry 
for 
information about 


turkeys .and how to carve them. 


Your question might, be considered 


by lawyers 
as 
irrelevant, inhuman 
and unnecessary, but I assume you 
have the same right under the Alis- 
souri statutes to ask it as I have to 
answer it, especially 
bein’ 
as next 
Saturday is Christmas. 
I speak of turkeys because that is 
the season of the year when turkeys 
go up in the market and down at the 
table. 
Now, to get back into 
turkey cul­ 
ture, I would say that the best 
w ay 
to raise a turkey is with knife and 
fork. 
Of course, the first thing to be ob­ 
tained is the H with 
which 
to buy 
the turkey. 
You understand that several people 
believe that if a fellow w ill deliber­ 
ately impose on his grocer by buying 
a turkey and never paying for it that 
he is doomed 
to 
that 
place where 
ministering angels 
never 
enter and 
indigestion never ends. 
Dear Alack, the 
fact 
that you are 
due me a moss-covered grocery bill is 
no reason why I am saying that, for I 
have long since forgiven you that and 
concluded 
to 
let 
nature 
take 
its 
course. 
The proper season for eating tur­ 
key is from Jan. I to Dec. SI, A. Y. 
(A ny Y ear), 
and 
I 
think 
we are 
unanimously agreed on this. It is nice 
for us to agree on such things 
You 
remember the last time we talked we 
agreed that woman suffrage ought not 
to be 
allowed 
in 
those 
sections 
where there are no women. 
Now, I told the newspaper men I 
would stick to my subject in this let­ 
ter if I had to use mucilage. 
In buying a turkey it would be well 
not to depend too much on yourself, 
if your grocer is a good, reliable man. 
as tile most of them are; and he w ill 
select it for you and give you a w rit­ 
ten guarantee that it is not over five 
years old. 
In buying the various trimmings for 
your turkey see that the grocer does 
not “ stuff” your order, and also see 
that the turkey

well to see that the 
kids 
are suffi­ 
ciently stuffed so at about l l o’clock 
at night they w ill not disturb you by 
calling for more turkey. 
You ask which 
side of the turkey 
should the carver begin on. No doubt 
you w ill agree with me when I sug­ 
gest you begin on the outside. First, 
arm yourself w ifh a knife commensu­ 
rate (I think this is the right word) 
in size and age with the object to be 
attacked. It might also be a good idea 
for you to see that 
the 
floor is in a 
clean and healthful condition; for, in 
the event of your 
struggle 
for dis­ 
section, said turkey should be landed 
on the floor, it could be 
returned to 
its proper place without interrupting 
its sanitary condition.

withholding $200,000 of the state reve­ 
nue from the school fund was upheld 
by the Missouri suprem e court this 
morning. 
The court rules th at anti-trust fines, 
$100,0(t0 excees fees from the insur­ 
ance departm ent and fees from factory 
inspections, are not part of the “ordi­ 
n ary” revenue, and that therefore no 
part of these should go to the school 
fund. 
F or several years these funds have 
been counted as a part of tile ‘‘ordi­ 
n ary ” fund and a part has been set 
aside for school purposes. 
This year, 
however, the state 
officials 
decided 
that the money did not belong to the 
school fund and should go for general 
purposes. 
The fund originally withheld was in 
excess of $500,000. 
Of this amount, 
$331,189 goes to the schools and $186,- 
311 is divided to general purposes by 
the court decision.

New York, Dee. 22.—That Colonel 
House will start for Europe within the 
next fortnight on another mission in 
which he v.ill act as

agent of the president, was admitted 
by him last afternoon. 
Col. House said: 
“I am going to 
Europe at the request of the president 
and the secretary of state for the pur­ 
pose of taking information to some of 
our ambassadors, in order that they 
may have a more intimate knowledge 
of this government’s attitude regard­ 
ing certain phases of pending inter­ 
national questions, and in order to 
obtain from them their point of view. 
‘‘It is inadvisable to bring home at 
this time any of our ambassadors from 
the belligerent countries. 
It has been 
found impossible to convey or obtain 
by cable or correspondence quite the 
correct atmosphere.” 
Col. House denied that he was go­ 
ing on any mission of peace. 
He ex­ 
pects to be abroad 
for 
about 
six 
weeks. 
When Col. House returned to this 
country last summer, after his Euro­ 
pean trip, he was very discreet in Ids 
utterances. 
But he did say that he 
felt certain that President Wilson was I 
the one man who could restore peace 
to war-racked Europe 
if

Col. House then said that a careful 
study of conditions in Europe and a 
knowledge of how officials in the Eu­ 
ropean capitals felt toward President 
Wilson, led him to believe that he 
was in the best position to mediate 
for peace. 
Notwithstanding the frequent public 
criticism of President Wilson and this 
country in Europe, Col. House thought 
that there was great confidence in the

22.—The nitro build­ 
ing of the Aetna Explosive company 
was blown to bits yesterday and a 
hole torn in the ground fifteen feet 
deep. 
The explosion shook the country for 
thirty miles.

ruins had died out workmen were on 
the scene clearing away the debris 
and laying the foundation for a new 
building. 
No one was injured by the explo­ 
sion, which cost the company between 
$45,000 
and 
$50,000 
and 
destroyed 
3,800 
pounds 
of 
nitroglycerin and 
1,200 pounds of nitric acid. 
The plant was located at Fayville, 
twenty-seven miles distant from Cairo. 
In compounding the 
nitroglycerin, 
the three men who were working in 
the 
plant 
noticed 
fumes 
arising, 
which 
their 
experience 
told 
them 
would soon cause an explosion. 
Turning on an electric danger sig­ 
nal, the men ran from the building 
and sought shelter. 
A few minutes 
later the entire plant and contents 
were destroyed. 
The Aetna buildings were erected 
in the narrow valleys of a series of 
steep hills, and each building is iso­ 
lated. 
That the dynamite and powder 
plants were not destroyed is attribut­ 
ed by Superintendent C. P. Messer- 
smith to their being isolated. 
The superintendent denied rumors 
the explosion was due to an outside 
agency. 
No material is manufactured at the 
plant for shipment abroad, all of it 
being used in mines and construction 
work in the United States.
